B. — Balance of a Grant of 50,000/. for New Buildings. 

C. — Instalment of a Grant of 70,000/. towards the cost of rebuilding necessitous National 

Schools. This would be supplemental to the provision for National Education 
Buildings under Class I., Vote 14, Public Works and Buildings, Ireland. 

D. — Proposed annual charge to meet demands for an increased number of King’s Scholars. 
E 1 . — Amount estimated by the Commissioners of National Education as necessary in 1908-9, 

consequent on the reduction from 60 to 50 in the average attendance upon which the 
Assistant Teachers can be recognised. 

E 2 . — Estimated expenditure in supplement to the provisions under Subhead E of Public 
Education, Ireland, Estimate for providing Assistant Mistresses to all Schools with 
an average attendance of from 35 to 50. 

F. — This Grant of 7,000/. is in substitution for the Grant known as the Science and Art 

Equivalent Grant, which was included in the Estimates for the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Class II., Vote 34), up to 31st March 1905. 
That Grant amounted to 3,500/., and is now supplemented by a similar amount to be 
devoted to new schemes instituted since the original allocation. 

G. — Government Dredger. Upkeep, Depreciation and Genera! Charges. 

II. — This would be a first instalment oi' a Grant of 75,000/. towards this object. 

I. — Sum estimated to be required in 1908-9 to meet payments out of a Grant of 23,500/. 

towards the improvement of the line and its equipment. 

J. — Sum estimated to be required in 1908-9 to meet final payments from a Grant of 6,216/. 

for works of improvement at Portavogie. 

K. — Sum estimated to be required in 1908-9 to meet payments from a Grant of 14,000/. 

L. — Sum estimated to be required in 1908-9 to meet final payments from a Grant of 22,000/. 

M. — Remuneration to engineers, architects and others employed to make special reports on, 

or to prepare plans or superintend the execution of designs for, any of the schemes 
considered by the Government. 

The expenditure out of the Ireland Development Grant Account will be audited as provided 
in the Ireland Development Grant Act, 1903, but any unexpended balance remaining on the 
account will not be liable to surrender at the close of the financial year.
